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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior arts fail to teach or fairly suggest a semiconductor memory comprising 
a phase change memory over a glass substrate; an antenna transforming 
electromagnetic waves into AC electrical signals; and a power supply circuit for 
generating power supply voltage based on the AC electrical signal which is supplied 
from the antenna, wherein the phase change memory includes a plurality of bit lines that 
extend in a first direction, word lines that extend in a second direction perpendicular to 
the first direction, and phase change layers provided between the bit lines and the word 
lines, and wherein at least one of the bit lines and the word lines transmits light.
